SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Steve-O: Out On Bail is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists of a feature and several short items made up of handi-cam 
footage of the on-stage and off-stage antics of a group of men during a tour of Europe 
and the US. Some of the participants, including Steve-O, have also been associated 
with the Jackass television series. The material is designed to both amuse and revolt 
its audience. Most of the footage shows the group performing risky or self-destructive 
stunts, or behaving in a manner that is deliberately offensive and degrading. The 
participants often appear to be under the influence of alcohol or drugs and some of the 
stunts involve criminal activity. 

Parts of the material depict high-risk activities in a manner that gives them the 
appearance of harmless fun, with no indication of the risks involved. Several of the 
scenes in question show the deliberate application of neck holds producing temporary 
unconsciousness, while a further scene shows a group member setting fire to a 
woman's hair. The likelihood of a fatality or extreme injury from any emulation of these 
activities makes the availability of the publication to an audience of any age likely to be 
injurious to the public good. If the material described were to be excised, restriction of 
the availability of the DVD to an adult audience would be appropriate, given the nature 
of the remainder of its content. 
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The distributor agreed to the proposed excisions in March 2004. However, they were 
unable to perform the excisions as requested. 

The criteria used by the Classification Office to limit the availability of this publication 
are prescribed by law. The likelihood of injury to the public good resulting from the 
availability of the DVD in its present form is high, and the recommendation of excisions 
is the minimum limitation on availability that could be offered to mitigate the potential 
for harm. For this reason, the Classification Office is of the view that the decision is 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society.
